Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables, and other D and Pinifters of and in the ſeberal Counties; Ci 
cies, and places of this Kingdom, and Dominion « Ales, to appꝛehend and ſeize the perſons, and take 
away the Arms and Weapons of all ſuch as ſhallbefound faulty, o2 offenders in, o contrary to the 
purport, true intent and meaning of this His Pajeflies Ropal Pzoclamation, and them to ſend to the 
Goal of the City 02 County where they are appzepended, ſending the Lozds of His Pajeſties Pꝛiby 
Council a Note of their Names, and of thelr paturular Ditences, that ſo they may be pzoceeded. 
againlt foz their contempts, accozding to Jultitt.
